PLAGUE-PREVENTION WORK. 

PLAGUE-INFECTED SQUIRRELS FOUND. 

During the week ended May 4, 1912, positive diagnosis was made 
of 35 plague-infected ground squirrels found in Alameda County, 
Cal., as follows: April 16, 2 squirrels; April 17, 3 squirrels; April 20, 
10 squirrels; April 22, 15 squirrels; April 24, 3 squirrels; April 26, 1 
squirrel; and 1 squirrel received at the laboratory from the vicinity 
oi Livermore on April 16 was proven positive May 3, 1912. 

DISTRIBUTION OF POISON. 

In connection with the making and maintenance of a squirrel-free 
zone around the cities of California on San Francisco Bay, 10,000 
acres of land in Alameda County were covered with poison during the 
week ended May 4, 1912.
